IVIen and women w'ho for years have been 
striving in whatever way.=: they could to 
further the ends are finding a large de­ 
gree of encouragement in late months. In 
the past few days, the American Automo­ 
bile Association has broadcast a strong 
appeal to the motoring public to spare 
animals, l)irds and domestic fowds. 
It is 
urging that “ every motori.^t should give 
his full cooperation to the various hum.ane 
movements 
designed 
to reduce these 
losses.” 
The 
triple 
A 
e.specially 
asks 
that 
drivers be humane enough to give every 
animal and bird a fair chance for its life. 
“ Any one w’ho has done any touring can 
look back into his own experience and 
find himself able to estimate that the 
aggregate 
losses 
must 
be 
amazingly 
large,” the statement says. 
“ Many of 
these killings 
are 
unavoidable; many, 
however, are needless and could have 
been prevented if the motori.st had been 
wdlling to make the necessary concession 
to the animal’s inability to act with rea­ 
son.” 
Night driving, the triple A continues, 
devolves a special re.^ponsibility on the 
motorist in the protection of animals be­ 
cause they often are rendered blind by 
the car ^leadlights. 
Woodland animals, 
rabbits and squirrels, are especially suf­ 
ferers from the dazzling lamps and the 
motorist w’ho does not give them a fair 
chance “ is deficient in sport.smanship.” It 
ii urged that “ the ruthlessness of indi­ 
viduals reflects 
unfavorably 
upon toe 
whole body of motorists the ranks of 
whom 
are filled wnth 
individuals 
who 
possess the finest instincts.” 
This straightforward plea for a spirit 
oi sportsmanship peculiarly applies to the 
Sedaiia zone. 
In no other section of the 
United States are highw\ays more likely 
to be traveled at night by animals, wild 
and domesticated. 
No figures are avail­ 
able, of course, but the total losses inflict­ 
ed by motor vehicles on rabbits, squirrels, 
foxes, raccoons and opossums run high. 
It is w^ell known among drivers that the 
motor car lamps stupefy animals which 
happen to look into them. 
It is all too 
easy to run downi and over such an animal 
and it is just as w^ell to concede that the 
Triple A is right; a driver w^ho does not 
give these blinded animals a chance “ is 
deficient in sportsmanship.” 
When the 
mass of motorists appreciates the true in­ 
wardness of this situation, they wdll be 
complying and co-operating, and then it 
wdll be a facile step to enlist a greater 
number in the ranks of practical cojiser- 
vationists of wdld life in the woods and 
fields and waters of the country.

“ His “ baton” is no match for the 
automatic, nor is his horse an adequate 
match for the motor car. 
As a result he 
finds himself cutting a ridiculous figure. 
Modern 
crime 
methods 
necessitate 
modern police equipment, and with typi­ 
cal British thoroughness, Scotland Yard 
has gone about the job. 
The bobbie’s 
baton has been replaced with an auto­ 
matic, and the “ flying squad” has been 
organized. 
This squad goes a step fur­ 
ther than American police, in that the 
wireless is used to notify the district and 
all cars are stopped by barriers dropped 
across the road. 
The main deterrent to 
crime in Britain, how^ever, remains— ade­ 
quate and 
swift 
punishment. 
Britain 
does not regard a murder trial as a bat­ 
tle of wits betw’een opposing counsel, nor 
does it believe that prisoners should be 
admitted to immediate 
and 
inadequate 
bail so that they can raise funds for their 
defense by further robberies. 
On the 
contrary, it believes in stern and swift ad­ 
ministration of ju.stice. 
Modern crime methods may get aw^ay 
with a few* spectacular jobs in Britain be­ 
fore the police are organized along the 
new' lines. 
After that has been done, 
Britain will settle back calmly confident 
that the crime situation has been met.
